1. AS USDOC AWARE FROM OUR VARIOUS MESSAGES, EMBASSY HAS 
RECEIVED SOME REPLIES FROM U.S. FIRMS TO WHICH AMBASSADOR SENT 
PERSONAL INVITATIONS TO CHIEF EXECUTIVES FOR THEIR COMPANIES 
TO PARTICIPATE IN DAMASCUS INTERNATIONAL FAIR. WE HAVE 
FOLLOWED UP RESPONSES FROM JOHN DEERE CO. AND CLARK EQUIPMENT 
WITH CABLES TO EUROPEAN REPS OF THESE COMPANIES (INFO. USDOC). 

2. REPLIES CAME IN FROM BOEING AND ALCOA AND WE ASKED USDOC TO 
FOLLOW UP WITH THESE COMPANIES (DAMASCUS 1986); WOULD 
APPRECIATE STATUS REPORT ON THESE TWO. PARTICULARLY BOEING AS 
COMPANY'S MAIN BEIRUT REP. CURRENTLY ATTENDING PARIS AIR SHOW 
AND IT THEREFORE DIFFICULT FOR US TO FOLLOW UP AFTER 
ENCOURAGING HAMMOND TELCON REPORT TO WRIGHT MAY 30. 

3. B.F. GOODRICH: M.D. MCCLUSKY, PRES., REPLIED ON BEHALF 
CHAIRMAN O.P. THOMAS, THAT "MANY PRIORITIES AND EXPANDED 
BUSINESS ACTIVITIES ABROAD BY B.F. GOODRICH REGRETABLY PRECLUDE 
OUR PARTICIPATION." COMMENT: WE BELIEVE THIS UNFORTUNATE 
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DECISION ON PART OF COMPANY GIVEN RAPIDLY GROWING VEHICLE 
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POPULATION IN SYRIA, WHICH AFTER MANY YEARS IS NOW BUYING 
LARGE LOTS OF ALL TYPES OF VEHICLES AND WHEELED TRACTORS, 

AND TIRES FOR SAME (DAMASCUS TRADE OP. CABLES 2487, 10/29/74 
FOR THREE-QUARTERS MILLION TIRES, AND 1259 FOR 20,000 TRACTOR 
TIRES). HOPE GOODRICH AWARE OF THESE OPPORTUNITIES. 

4. CHUCK HEDLUND REPLIED ON BEHALF OF EXXON'S JAMEISON AND 
DECLINED. COMMENT: AND JAMEISON PERSONALLYPROMISED PRESIDENT 
ASAD LAST JANUARY THAT EXXON REPS WOULD SOON BE OUT TO SYRIA; 
AND THEY HAVEN'T COME YET. 

5. BELL AND HOWELL: NO DIRECT REPLY FROM CHAIRMAN DONALD FREY, 
BUT AS WE HAVE REPORTED, AND RTDO/BEIBUT CONFIRMS, THIS 

FIRM HAS AGREED TO PARTICIPATE. 

6. FMC: WE SURPRISED AND REGRET NO REPLY YET FROM CHAIRMAN 
ROBERT H. MALOTT. STRONGLY URGE USDOC OFFICIAL CLOSE TO BOB 
MCCLELLAND CALL HIM AND URGE FMC PARTICIPATION; ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES IN SYRIA MATCH EXACTLY FMC'S PRODUCT 
LINES, AND MUCH OF FMC EQUIPMENT COULD FALL WITHIN SYRIAN 
ORDERS TO BE FINANCED WITH UP TO $30 MILLION NEW U.S.A.I.D. 
COMMODITY IMPORT FINANCING. PROCUREMENT FOR WHICH SHOULD BEGIN 
SOON. FMC PARTICIPATION HERE IN JULY/AUGUST WOULD TIE IN 
BEAUTIFULLY WITH SUCH USG-SUPPORTED FINANCING.
